Prof. Lindley first considered the 


p'resent constitution, which' he show- 
ed is entirely out of date, and then 
developed the tendencies of modern 
government. 
He was 
not inclinec 


to criticize the present constitution 
for what it is .He said ample proof 
that it had 'been adequate in funde- 
mental law was disclosed by the 
fact that it had served the state for 
sixty-five years. 


Prof. Lindley 
pointed outy that 


the general idea about 
a constitu- 


tional convention 
was- that it was 


for the purpose of putting new laws 
in the constitution. He showed the- 
fallacy 
of this belief by declaring 


the; object is to form a structure to 
meet the present needs. The aver- 
age person, 
he said, does not see 


the fundementa'l 'difference'between 
statute and constitutional law. Prof 
Lindley declared that a constitution 
should be the means by which the 
people can at any time obtain whs 
they want. 


:lWhen the present 
constitution 


was made we had no cities or any o: 
the developments of the twentietl 
century," 
he continued. "In 1850 


Indiana was practically all 
rura 


population, the., government was 
democratic and all the people were 
equal. Economic conditions changer 
with the growth of corporations am 
cities. 


"The greatest 
weakness 
of the 


present constitution is in the ability 
to amend it. A method is -provide« 
but it is so cumbersome that 
the 


constitution has been amended only 
twice' in 
sixty-five 
-years. 
If 
i 


were easily amended, it could be 
amended to meet the present needs 
and a new constitution would not be 
needed." 


He cited as a ease in point an effor 


recently to amend, the 
constitution 


so as to provide for qualifications 
for lawyers. 
The only qualification 


at present is a good moral charac- 
ter. He showed that in 1851 near- 
ly everyone was able to plead theii 
own case in court and the lawyer's 
profession was 'not of .the impor 
tance that it is now. Prof. Lindley 
recalled that the legislature 
passed 


the amendment providing qualifica 
tions for lawyers but that the peo 
pie did not take 
sufficient interes 


in the amendment when it was sub- 
mitted to pass it. 
In this conne_c- 


tion, he showed another weakness 
of the constitution 
which provides 


that an amendment to carry must 
have a majority of the votes cast 
in the election 
and not the total 


number of votes east on the amend- 
ment. 


• IProf. Lindley, without expressing 
any sentiment for or against, point- 
ed out the foremost problems which 
the people would have to consider 
in voting for a delegate to the con- 
vention. 
He listed in 
this group: 


suffrage, home rule for cities, equit- 
able taxing system, simplified ballot, 
popular form 
of government 
by 


the use of the initiative, referendum 
and recall, reforms in the judiciary 
and administration of justice, con- 
trol of public utilities, amending of (
